Municipal Politics As They Can Be Made 
T is a popular belief that civie questions are al 
most beneath the notice of Statesmen and bir 
political leaders of a country, But Germany, Ger 
many who has done so much for the advaneement 
of the world, along seientifie, educational, social 
and all other lines, once more demonstrates her 
title to leadership in shaking this popular fallaey 
Now we read that Germany's ablest statesmen 
are abandoning the barren field of Imperial and 
State politics for the useful sphere of municipal 
work Bernard Dernburg, the former Colonial 
Secretary, was the first; and now comes Herr Wer 
muth, deseribed as “the ablest Finance Minister 
the Empire ever had," who has allowed himself t 
he elected Ober-Durgermeister of Berlin, The 
whirligig of time brings in its revenges, In the old 
days able men were promoted out of municipal 
work into high polities. Miquel, the great Prussian 
Finance Minister, was Ober-Burgermeister ot 
Frankfort-on-Main before he was Minister; and Dr 
Lentze, the present Prussian Finance Minister, was 
formerly Lurgermeister of Magdeburg, The high 
flying German burcoucrats have hitherto tended t 
look down on municipal work, The Burgermeister 
of Berlin was regarded as an official whose funetion 
is to stand bareheaded near the Brandenburg Gate 
when Royalties visit the city; and, until King Bd 
vard set the example in 109, they seldom condes 
cended to pay a return visit to the Rathaus, Now 
things have changed; and a Minister who becomes 
a Burgermeister is congratulated upon his promo

In order to touch the heart and conscience oi 
citizens to social evils, the Dernburg Committee 
posted up everywhere a placard showing a miser 
able child carrying an equally miserable infant 
The energetic. Police-President, Herr von Jagow 
who has prohibited everything, from Socialist: pro 
cessions to ladies’ hats, had the poster removed on 
the ground of a Prussian law of 1840 against “in 
citement.” The Committee retorted — effectively 
They took one of the frivolous posters advertising 
Hight amusements, which the police never objected 
to, and printed it in their publications side by side 
with the prohibited drawing. | nderneath the fri 
volous poster is again produced with a new inserip 
tion: “Great Berlin, the Finest City in the World 
Hurrah! 

\t present the German municipal administration 
i> flourishing as at no tine before 

Everywhere new and bold experiments are being 
made Some municipalities are trading as shop 
keepers; others have their own farms; others are 
engaged in schemes of Unemployment Insurance ; 
others have taken the initiative to give free techni 
eal advice to people who want to build their own 
houses; others push their savings banks with sueh 
veal that they send their own messengers to houses 
to remove the week's savings. There is wo corre 
sponding activity in the Reichstag or in the lruss 
ian or other State Diets

THE WORLD OF SPORT 


A Review of

to the Obrisimas examination. ‘this 
i® @ very considerable sacriace, as 
Judging by the records of other years 
their chances for puliing off the high 
est honors were excelient. The «a 
cision, however, does a good deal in 
exploding the theory that the comic 
bapers have dwelt #o insistently on, 
that college football players are only 
make-believe students, 

The fall of Varsity after four years 
in which it has carried everything ve 
fore it makes an article by tred Jacob 
on the recent development of Canad) 
an footbail, that appears in Canadian 
Colliers, of unusual present interest 
It is well worth looking up if you have 
followed the game at ail closely. Some 
who remember the glory that was of 
Osgoode Hall, when Jimmie Smellic 
and Harry Senkler were in their prime 
or that of Queen's when Curtis and 
Wilson were to the fore or that of 
Ottawa College when Gleason was the 
longest punter In Canada, will tind it 
hard to agree with the conciusious 
reached and will insist on harking back 
to the good old days, But Mr, Jacob 
writes in very entertaining fashion 
hevertheless, Here are a couple of 
extracts: 

“The merits of the Canadian gam:, 
writes Mr, Jacob, “can be best appre 
clated by those who have watched its 
development in recent years, ‘There 
was a day when brawn was more jin 
portant than brain in playing the 
game. Managers sought for human 
battering rams to carry the ball t 
victory, and two bucks and @ = kick 
made up the larger part of the reper 
toire of the ordinary captain. With 
a few plungers who could tear holes in 
the opposing wing line, and a kicking 
half back to do the booting when 
weight did not tell, they were ready to 
KO on the field to battle for a chaim- 
plonship. ‘That was the old-fashioned 
straight rugby, but there were men 
playing the game who saw greater pos 
sibilities in the rules, 

“A very accurate rugby historian 
may some day arise to trace the exact 
development of each point of the game, 
but speaking of the matter in general 
the Canadian game are two points 
which make it much less dangero is 
terms, the credit for the modern Con 
adian game may be given to H, «. 
Gritith, of Ridley College, St. Cathor 
ines, the man who made it @ habit wiih 
the University of Toronto to turn out 
great rugby teams, if the developmuat 
of the game is to be traced farther 
back, the Tiger rugby team of Mamil- 
ton will be found as an eariier factor 
in bringing about changes \u the mewn 
ods of play.” 

“When the Tigers began to capture 
championships with @ regularity that 
Was very noticeable, peopie neturaily 
looked to tind where they c<isered 
from less successful teams, They had 
simply introduced acivnce into their 
attack, but the ‘ligere “bag of tricks” 
soon became one of (he most li lerest 
ing features of the rugby world, A 
means that the playors knew the val- 
ue of gray matter on the gridiron, 
‘They were not satiated with old-fash- 
joned end runs that any novice coulda 
see coming, but preferred to produce 
a variety of combinations which were 
calculated to puvale their opponents 
These ideas may not have been alto 
gether new, bul few teams had ever 
shown greater skill in’ naking them 
effective, The value of brawn alone 
was being steadily discounted in the 
Canadian game, 

“Canadian rugby enthusiasts were 
waiting for 4 man who could complete 
the work which had been so well be 
gun, and he arrived in the person of 
Griffith, before mentioned—the great 
est coach ever produced in the coun- 
try. Mr. Griffith does not look the 
part. !le may be seen at every linpor- 
tant gume, but a4 he stands on the side 
lines, his small figure enveloped in a 
Kreatcoat, few persons would pick him 
out as the brains of Canadian rugby 
Wuile engaged as a master at Ridley 
College, Mr. Griffith began to attraet 
attention to himself by producing a 
champlon junior team out of the lim 
ited supply of material to be found in 
the preparatory school, Then he moved 
to Toronto, and took hold of the Var 
sity squad. It was his work with them 
that established his reputation, and his 
fame rests entirely upon his ability aa 
a tactician, He proved to the satis 
faction of everybody that a team can 
be developed under the Canadian rules 
which will work with the precision of 
a machine and pull off plays calculated 
to thrill any lover of pretty work 

"The rules which make the forward 
pass and off-side interference illegal 
have rendered it necessary for Can 
adians to create a type of combination 
attack peculiarly their own, When 4 
player must make his runs without 
protection and pass to a man coming 
from behind him, genuine science has 
to be introduced if the ball carrier is 
to gain ground instead of losing it. A 
variety of plays have been originated 
with complicated and daring running 
catches that are at once startling and 
spectacular, They demand great uo 
curacy in their execution, for it always 
looks as though the men were taking 
grave chances of losing the ball. In 
fact, the whole tendency of modern 
Canadian rugby is to keep the ball in 
the open as much of the time as pow 
sible, 

“Furthermore, it was soon seen that 
the wing line could be used for other 


purposes besides bucking. The fact 


that offside interference was not al- 
lowed did not do away with moat of 
the value of the forward line by any 
means, Perhaps the most striking 
commentary on the criticiam launched 
against the Canadian game that it de- 
pended too much on the baek division 
is the disappearance of the man at the 
position of fullback, Instead of a back 
guard of four men, the up-to-date 
teams now use only three, They look 
after the punts of their opponents, 
while the fullback has become a flying 
wing, combining in his work the duties 
of both the line and the back division. 

“When Mr. Griffith began to perfect 
his great Varsity machine, many per- 
sons predicted that the spectacular 
passing and running game would not 
work against experienced rugby aggre- 
gations, hese experta thought that 
men who depended upon speed and 
brains would be smothered by their 
Opponents, 

“They also foretold that a certain 
percentage of the combination waa 
bound to go wrong, making the con 
stant passing #0 Costly that it would 
have to be abandoned. The Dominion 
championship games of the past three 
years have given these rugby au 
thorities their answer, The only team 
that made any sort of a showing 
against Varsity was the Tigera 
against whom it played in the finals 
of 1910, and the Hamilton team made 
use of modern methods of attack and 
defense.”

of the muscles to act as an incentive 
to deep breathing,

Calve's party are 
greatly worried about her condition, al- 
though they attempt to conceal their 
agitation, Their paramount fear is 
that the diva’s voice may be impaired 
permanently following this throat trou 
ble, which started in Chicago. 

Preston Walsh, her manager, blames 
Chicago atmospheric conditions for her 
throat malady, This may augmfisM 
throat malady, This was augmented 
when she drove to Valley Park after 
arriving in St. Louis The evening 
event in the open aggravated the se 
vere cold Mme, Calve caught in Chi- 
cago. 

Dr, Greenfleld Sluder and Dr. Oliver 
H. Campbell were called immediately. 
They exhausted every means to bring 
back the diva's voice. After four 
hours of spraying, her condition was 
worse than it had been at the start. 

“| hope Mme. Calve will recover,” 
sald Dr, Campboll. “This probably is 
nothing but a violent cold, which will 
pass away eventually, but it may be 
some time before she can sing again, 
even under the beat conditions, 

“1 do not believe there is a great 
chance of her losing her voice, al 
though it is possible it may be impair. 
ed. There is always an element of 
doubt and uncertainty.”

xurglings and chucklings, and then an- 
other shriek. 

Knowing that no natives were in the 
bush, I stood wondering what it could 
be, and as I listened to the noise, sev- 
eral of my servants, with assagais and 
lights, came running at top speed 
through the compound gate.

In the summer of 1889 Mark Twain 
first met Rudyard Kipling.

He was writing letters 
home to an Indian journal, the “Pio- 
heer,” and he came to Elmira espe- 
clally to see Mark Twain. It was night 
when he arrived and next morning 
some one at the hotel directed him to 
Quarry Farm. In a hired hack he made 
hia way through the suburbs, among 
the buzzing planing mills and = sash- 
factories, and toiled up the long, dusty, 
roasting east hill, only to find that 
Mark Twain was at General Langdon's 
in the city he had just left behind. 
Mra. Crane and Susy Clemens were the 
only ones left at the farm, and they 
gave him a seat on the verandah and 
brought him a glass of water or cool 
milk, while he refreshed them with his 
talk—talk which Mark Twain once 
sald might be likened to footprints, so 
strong and definite was the impression 
which it left behind. He gave them 
his card, on which the address was 
Allahabad, and Susy preserved it on 
that account, because to her India was 
a fairyland made up of poetry and ma- 
«ic, airy architecture, and dark myster- 
jes, Clemens once dictated a memory 
of Kipling’s visit: “Kipling had written 
upon the card a compliment to me. 
This gave it an additional value in 
Susy’s eyes, since, as a distinction, it 
was the next thing to being recognized 
by a denizen of the moon. Kipling 
came down that afternoon and spent 
a couple of hours with me, and at the 
end of that time I had surprised him 
as much as he had surprised me—and 
the honors were easy, | believed that 
he knew more than any person I had 
met before, and 1 knew that he knew 
{ knew less than any person he had 
met before—though he did not say it, 
and I was not expecting that he would. 
When he was gone Mrs. Langdon want- 
ed to know about my visitor. 1 sald: 
‘He is a stranger to me, but he is a 
moat remarkable man—and I am the 
other one. Between us we cover all 
knowledge; he knows all that can be 
known, and I know the rest.’”

To leave the natrow board-walk on the other 
side of Jasper Ave., the only means of traffic this 
side of the railway tracks, looks like a very foolish 
invitation to what only Kind Fortune has averted, 
along series of very serious accidents. 

To drive over the Board Walk between the hours 
of five and six particularly, is to send one home 
wondering how we have escaped as well as we have 
up to the present time.

of Canada. Quotations from the agricultural pa 
Jers were given, and reference made to the strong 
support accorded the Exhibition Association by the 
Edmonton press. 

The financial statement, as certified to by City 
Auditor C. L, Richardson, shows that the Exhibi 
ion Association has a surplus of $28,140.17, 

The eleedion of the officers and Directors was then 
firoceeded with. Mer, A. B. Campbell, who has 
occupied the position of President during the past 
four years, was nominated by Mayor Armstrong, 
and received the unanimous support of those pres 
ent; it was quite evident that Mr. Campbell is very 
popular with the shareholders. Mr. James Me 
George was nominated for Vice-President by 1 
Milton; he however, withdrew his name and pre 
sented that of Mayor Armstrong, stating that he 
felt it was due to the city that had been so generous 
in its support of the Exhibition, to make Mayor 
Armstrong the Vice-President of the Association ; 
he was elected my acclamation,

DEVELOPING EDMONTON ALONG 
DEFINITE LINES 


T HE past week has seen developments in Ed 
monton that signify much to the local field of 
investment, Just when the Saturday Mirror's last 
issue was going to press a settlement was reached 
in the high level bridge strike and work has since 
heen resumed, Grant Hall, assistant general super 
iitendent and Superintendent rice of the CL. ik 
were in the city at the first of the week, and when 
cue-tioned as to the rate at which the work would 
henceforth go on said that they expected the brides 
to be completed within four month 

The effect of the comoletion of this undertaking 
on Eelmonton valites is hardly vet realized. Ther 
have Dbecn teo things which wave an element of 
tncertainty to the develooment of the citv in past 
One was the presence of the three sqpuar 

wild lands owned by the bhudson's thay 
Co, close to the heart of population No one knew 
When it was to be put on the market. [t might be 
na few months. Tt might be in twenty years, In 
the meanwhile the city began to grow beyond it 
What would happen when this enormous area be 
came converted to the ordinary uses of the public 
\ large section of the property has now left thy 
hands of the company and it is willing to part with 
other property to those who wish to build on it 
Street car lines are to traverse it and before very 
long the majority of the people will know nothing 
of the great anomaly that has puzzled the citizens 
at todas for so long. 

The other consideration that had to be reckoned 
with was the bridging of the Saskatchewan by a 
high level bridge, Everyone knew that this had tu 
come, As soon as it did, property on the south 
bank would be but a continuation of the settled 
area on the north bank, There would be very large 
expansion in that direction which would affect the 
expansion in other directions on the north side of 
the river. But the project remained in the air for 
an exasperatingly long time, Now it is nearing 
completion, ‘The union of the two municipalities 
has been completed and next year there will be no 
impediment to a movement of large proportions in 
what used to be Strathcona, 

With these two uncertainties removed, it is pos 
sible for both the city and the private investor to 
make their plans for the future on a permanent 
basis, The real estate and the municipal situation 
has been cleared up as never before, 


One result of this is that the street railway de 
partment is arranging a definite programme of ex 
pansion, There are to be no more stub lines, The 
system is to be planned on broad lines, During the 
past week, an announcement has been made of the 
general nature of the scheme that is being followed 
It is not, so we may presume, the intention to build 
these lines all at once, In the absence of population 
to support them, there would not appear to be any 
justification for this, But it is good policy to de 
termine at this date where the lines are to be built. 
This will enable settlement to proceed in advance 
of them and, just as soon as it is large enough, act 
ual construction will go on, 

Such a general scheme will avoid the evils ot 
building lines here and there as various intluences 
succeed in inducing the council to do so, The de 
velopment of the city may proceed on well-under 
stood principles and all the dangers and inconven 
iences of haphazard growth will be avoided, 

The plans for the North Side were announced 
some time ago, An extension of these, however, is 
now proposed, ‘The belt line along Alberta is to be 
extended west to Carlton street, which for some 
reason or other hard to understand, is what Forty 
Second street is called out that far, On this it is to 
go north to Paul Avenue, two blocks north of the 
G.T.P. tracks to Park street, which is 27th, and 
north along that for seven blocks to St. Leon Boul 
evard and then easterly to join the line on First 
street, 

Three belt lines are planned for the south side. 
Starting at the high level bridge it runs through 
the north side business section to the east end 
bridge, where it crosses to the south and across t 
Watt street, two blocks into Forest Heights, runs 
along the western edge of Mount Pleasant and Has! 
Edmonton Gardens as far as the northern boundary 
of Idylwylde; then it cuts through Highland Park, 
serving the well-populated Strathearn, Highland 
ark and River Heights, to Eleventh street east, 
along that street south to Whyte avenue, thence 
west to Fifth street west, and so back to the high 
ievel bridge, thus completing the belt. 

Another belt line that is confined wholly to the 
south side of the river starts from Fifth street west 
and Whyte avenue; thence south to ‘Tipton avenue 
(the government road allowance running along the 
southern edge of Speedway); thence north to 
Whyte avenue, and so back to the starting point 
at Fifth street west, 

A third purely south side belt line starts from 
lifth street west, runs through the — university 
grounds into Windsor park, probably along Cor 
nell, thence south on Tenth street west to Nine- 
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teenth avenue south; thence cast to Twenty-first 
street east; thence north to Whyte, and so to Fifth 
street west. Transfer points for north side passen- 
gers are provided for at Whyte and Fifth west, and 
at Whyte and Main street, 

Such plans almost take one’s breath away, But 
there is little doubt that the population will be 
available before long to warrant them, while they 
are well designed to keep it as intact as possible. 

Some criticism is heard of extending the south 
side lines so far, but the southern edge of Speedway 
is closer to the corner of First and Jasper than Sty 
Leon Loulevard is,

A Test Case Against a Bank Manager 

\ case that has been watched with keen interes 
hy the banking fraternity all over the country was 
tried at Macleod last week, The Northern-Crown 
Kank sued its former manager, V. 11, Douglas, for 
822,000, the balance due by a defaulter who got 
away with $42,000, G. Hi. Bingham, the youthful 
defaulter, so a report of the trial tells us, had a 
strong taste for cutting a dash in society, belonging 
to social and sporting clubs, and for indulging = in 
poker, ‘These things, with the path made easy fo 
accomplishing them, led to his undoing, ‘Trans 
ferred as teller to Macleod from Calgary, two years 
ago, he left behind him at the latter bank a defalea 
tion of $1100, which he proceeded to cover, immed 
iately on his arrival at his new post, by issuing a 
bogus cheque in favor of the Calgary branch fox 
the amount, drawn on the fictitious name of Walsh, 


and charged against a non-existent account, ‘This 
fraud was not discovered until later, \ few weeks 
afterwards he received a deposit of S02 from a 


client of the bank, of which he credited S382 to the 
funds of the bank, and pocketed the surplus, Fron’ 
comparatively small amounts he went in for appro 
priating larger sums, and blossomed out as an_in 
estor in real estate and a speculator in wheat, ‘The 
margins in the latter he covered by issuing cheques 
on lis supposed account at the bank, and cashing 
hem himself. All the real account he had at the 
bank was a small savings deposit, ‘Things came so 
easily in the way of Bingham, that he proceeded to 
falsify his additions to the tune of thousands of dol 
lars. 

The plaintiffs claim that all these opportunities 
were afforded Bingham through the lax conduet 
and want of supervision of Manager Douglas. ‘The 
rule of the bank is that the manager should person 
ally satisfy himself that the cash and other books 
are accurate and initial them, Also it is a rule oi 
the bank that no one of the staff should be allowed to 
check off his own balance. Douglas is claimed nev 
er to have supervised this, The two remaining

The Blue Sky Law of Kansas 

There have been references from time to time on 
this page to the above legislation, The former 
bank commissioner of Massachusetts, Mr, Arthur 
Ib, Chapin, recently expressed the opinion that leg 
islation “may and probably will spread, in some 
form or other, to a great many other States besides 
Kansas.” He is by no means convinced, however, 
that such an innovation would be an unmixed 
blessing for American investors; indeed, he sug 
Rests that it might easily prove the reverse 

The objection to such legislation, Mr, Chapin 
shows, lies in the fact that “the moment the State 
puts its seal of positive approval on securities that 
have passed the investigation of its Banking Com 
mission, a very dangerous situation is brought 
about, No State department could be created, by 
any stretch of the imagination, whieh would be able 
to build up a system that could investigate securi 
ties as thoroughly as they are investigated by re 
sponsible banking houses, Under most favorable 
conditions, and with the best intent in the world, 
a certain number of questionable securities, that 
would eventually come into disrepute, would re 
ceive the seal of approval of a sovereign State \ 
large proportion of the investing public would not 
discriminate in the selection of securities that had 
received this approval, 

A feeble imitation of the Blue Sky Law of Kan 
sas, says the Monetary ‘Times, was recently placed 
upon the statute books of Manitoba At first it ap 
peared as though every company selling shares in 
that province would have to enter the small legal 
portal under the eye of the commissioner in charge 
After sundry conferences with bankers and finan 
ciers the law was interpreted as being a silent 
watchdog, barking occasionally to recall its pres 
ence and biting whenever a securities tramp endea 
vored to peddle his worthless wares 

"No matter how high are legislative walls and how 
peppery legislative guns, the chief safeguard of the 
investor rests with the investor himself,” that jour 
nal claims, “One cannot legislate common sense 
into those who lack it in the matter of investment 
They can be educated to proper methods and pre 
cautions, They can be protected with proper laws, 
But that will not prevent the loss of funds in un 
worthy securities, now or in the future. The in 
vestor has to do a little sane thinking for himself.”

PITT’S “GRAND AFFAIR.” 


The interesting story of the 
great Regent diamond, now own 
ed by the French government, is 
told by Norman Pearson in “So 
ciety Sketches in the Eighteenth 
Century,” Thomas Hitt, the 
grandfather of the great William 
Pitt, Lord Chatham, purchased 
the stone while governor for the 
East India Company, and sent it 
to England in charge of his son 
Robert, 

Pitt first heard of it in the sum 
mer of 1701, and about December 
of that year Jamchund, one of the 
best known native merchants, 
brought the diamond to him at 
Madras, and offered to sell it for 
two hundred thousand pagodas. 
Pitt would not offer more than 
thirty thousand, so the negotia 
tions stopped, In February, Jam 
chund came again to Madras, and 
offered Pitt the diamond for one 
hundred thousand pagodas, and 
raised his own offer to forty-five 
thousand, Jamechund would not 
agree to this, and they “tooke a 
friendly leave of one another,” 

But an hour later Jamehund re 
appeared, and offered the diamond 
for fifty thousand pagodas, [itt 
raised his offer to forty-seven 
thousand five hundred  payocdas 
lamehund, after long haggling, 
came down to forty-eight thou 
sand, but would go no further, and 
at that price-about one hundred 
thousand dollars——Pitt closed with 
him 

According to modern isleas, 
Vitt’s “grand affair,” as he called 
it, conducted by a man in his posi 
tion, might be regarded as of 
doubtful propriety, But the com 
pany raised no objection on this 
ground, their only fear being that 
Pitt's purchase might bring them 
into collision with the native au 
thorities, 

Pitt calculated that when the 
diamond was cut ic would weigh 
about three hundred = thousand 
carats, and be worth four hund 
red and fifty thousand pounds, 
which he declared was “as cheap 
as eck beef.” Some monareh, he 
thought, would be “the fairest

Small Parks and Playgrounds Necessary 


In Edmonton vacant lots will not always be available for 
small boys who, every spring are looking for a “ ball game loca- 
tion” or the young men and women who club together to find a 
stretch of ground that can be converted into a tennis court. So 
the small park must be provided--within easy distance of every 
home, Edmonton is well provided with larger parks in the out- 
lying districts but they cannot be reached by those with only an 
hour or two of leisure during the summer evening 


The small parks should cover a block at least. They should 
have trees and benches; and sand piles for the smaller chil: 
dren to play in, and space for the small boy's base ball 
game, now played on the vacant lot. 
three good tennis courts, or grounds for similar amusements and 
in the winter they should be utilized for open air skating. 


We have an abundance of land in Edmonton and to huddle 
our houses together without even an occasional breathing space 
would be the height of folly. But in view of increasing property 
values, the small park question demands immediate action. It 
would be a comparatively easy matter to secure these blocks of

jabs four parcells, one to he de 
ivered at each payment.” 


A FAMOUS DETECTIVE 


Seymour Beutler, the well 
known Pinkerton man who used 
to stand at the entrance of the 
Woodbine during race meets and 
ve out crooks, has died in New 

fork. Mr. Beutler was engaged 

by the Ontario Jockey Club for 
many years, and by his marvelous 
memory for descriptions and his 
vast acquaintance with crooks 
was able to warn the local police 
of the presence of many undesir 
ables and the police would arrest 
stich persons as vagrants. 

Mr. Beutler was one of the men 
engaged to protect the Duke of 
Cornwall and York. now King 
George, during tis tour of Can 
ada some years ago. On that oc 
casion he so impressed his Royal 
Highness that before departing he 
presented Mr. Beutler with three 
handsome scarf pins, Mr. Beutler 
was also retained at the time his 
Majesty visited Quebec on the 
oceasion of the Tercentenary, and 
Was again presented with a scarf 
pin by the King. 

Mr. Beutler’s methods were pe 
culiar, He seldom had anything 
to do with arresting a man. His 
aim was always merely to identi 
tv, It is said that he knew 15,000 
crooks, most of whom he had nev 
erseen, His memory for descrip 
tions was unerring and he could 
detect a man instantly by a writ 
ten description, The feature which 
he found most useful to observe 
was the ear, which he said was al 
days distinctive, and never chang 
ed in an individual, Until abour 
two years ago he was with a Pink 
erton agency, but lately operated 
a detective bureau of his own,
